{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, April 11.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble:] Lord Roberts wires to the War 
Office from Bloemfontein, under date 
of Tuesday, April 10, as follows: 

“The enemy have been very active 
during the past few days. One com- 
mando is now on the north bank of the 
Orange River, not far from Aliwal 
North, while another is attacking Wep- 
ener. The garrison there is holding out 
bravely, and inflicted serious loss on the 
Boers. Maj. Springe of the Cape 
Mounted Rifles was killed. No other 
casualties have been reported as yet. 

“The troops are being moved up rap- 
idly. A patrol of seven men of the Sev. 
enth Dragoons, under Lieut. Letherby, 
which had been reported missing since 
April 7, has returned safely.” 

As the foregoing dispatch does not 
mention the alleged British reverse Sat- 
urday at Merkatsfontein, the Boer tele- 
grams are not credited at the War Of- 
fice, and they are further discredited 
on account of the discrepancies in the 
dispatches, as Merkatsfontein in one 
message is located near Brandfort, and 
in’ another it is, located .coutheast of 
Bloemfontein, the places being 100 miles 
apart.

replied to the Boer notification. With 
Great Britain at her back, it is said 
she will give in in the slightest in 
maintaining that the transactions at 
Beira are fully justified by the long- 
standing treaties between Great it- 
ain and Portugal. While the situation 
is admitted to be grave, the Foreign 
Office is not inclined to believe the 
Boers will take aggressive action. The 
consensus of opinion is that should the 
Boers attempt reprisals, it would re- 
act to the advantage of Great Britair, 
enabling her to use Delagoa Bay freely 
The War Office issued this afternoon 
a report of the total British casualties 
up to April 7.

THE PEONS.

“The departure of the Chicago ambu- 
lance corps for Pretoria was delayed 
on suspicion of filibustering. The mem- 
bers left by a special train this after- 
noon, accompanied by a motley follow- 
ing of French and Germans, 100 in all. 
The departure only occurred after 
many stormy interviews with the Por- 
tuguese Authorities. 

“The members have no passports 
no credentials beyond a letter from 
Miss Clara Barton to the effect that 
she knows some of them personally, 
and believes them to be genuine, but 
many have openly expreesed their in- 
tentions of fighting. The Boers are pay- 
ing from £30 to £40 per month for such 
recruits. 

“Thirty-five thousand Boers with 
ninety guns are concentrated in the 
range of hills between Kroonstadt and 
Winburg. The whole line is fortified, 
‘and is almost impregnable.” 

EXHIBITING INDECISION.

LONDON, April 12.—The Bloemfon- 
tein correspondent of the Morning Post, 
telegraphing Tuesday, says: .

BLASPHEMERS. 


[Forum:] Mohammedans differ from 
the rest of mankind, even in regions 
inhabited by the wild tribes alone.

For moral conduct has small room for 
change among Mohammedans, because 
the “Thus saith the Lord” of their law 
books apples to acts so much more fre- 
quently than to principles. A better un- 
derstandine of doctrine is contrary to 
the whole spirit of the system. And so, 
whatever their personal geniality or 
amiability of disposition In dealing with 
aliens, the divine command comes into 
the minds of Mohammedans, at the 
very moment of fruition, like the al- 
cherist’s suggestion of the fox’s tail, 
to spoil the charm which promised to 
bring forth a shining virtue. 

The full importance of this curious 
trait can only be gauged by gaining 
the Mohammedan point of view, as 
found in any compend of the holy law 
now in use in Mohammedan countries. 
Only by actual study of the books can 
one gets an idea of the deadly earnest- 
ness of such expositions of divine will. 
Yet these books today form the founda- 
tion of theological and legal educa- 
tion as well as of aspirati in the 
hearts of the common people in all of 
those countries. am

DEPARTURE OF THE ORATOR AND

r. Bryan was driven to the Arcade 
Depot in a gaily-bedecked carriage, es- 
corted by Dr. R. W. Hill, chairman of 
the Democratic County Central Com- 
mittee, William R. Burke and E. E. 
Crandell. 

The train was twenty minutes’ late. 
ing the early hour, and Bryan was 
viewed with interest. The public recep- 
tion to the silver leader which had been 
arranged for yesterday afternoon, was 
called off, owing to the change in Col. 
Bryan's plans. 

Seth Mann, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, who 
has been touring the State with Bryan, 
bade his chief a fond farewell yester- 
day and left for San Francisco on the 
Owl last night. The State committee wil] 
meet in the latter part of April to se- 
lect a date and place for holding the 
Democratic State Convention to elect 
delegates and alternates tothe national 
convention at Kansas City. Mr. Mann 
told a Times reporter that Sacramento 
was making the strongest bid for the 
State convention, but thet Los Angeles 
was still in the running. “Hon. Stephen 
M. White of Los Angeles and Judge 
James G. Maguire of San Francisco 
will be two of the six delegates at large 
that California Democracy will send to 
the national convention of July 4,” said 
the State committee chairman. 

Charles D. Lane, the Croesus of Cal- 
ifornia Silver Republicanism, accom- 
panied Mr. Mann on his northward 
journey.

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XV.—CERVANTES AND THE GOLDEN 


AGE OF SPANISH LITERATURE. 
BY MAURICE FRANCIS EGAN, LL. D. 


Miguel de Cervantes Saavedra was 
born at Alcala de Henares in the year 
1547; he died in the same year as 
Shakespeare—1616. He appeared at a 
fortunate time; the Spaniards—and 
Spanish literature was much more in- 
fluenced by the tastes and prejudices 
of the people than by the rigid rules 


of an aristocratic group—were weary 


of the constant imitation of Italian 
models. There had even been one or 
two who had dared to disregard the 
classical axioms of Aristotle's “Poetics” 
and to insist that a literature should 
not only express personality and na- 
tionality, but that it should discard 
a foreign mold. 

In one sense, both Cervantes and 
Lope de Vega (1562-1635) found the 
ground prepared for them. It was fer- 
tilized by the débris of many works. 
And the three greatest names of the 
golden age of Spanish literature—Cer- 
vantes, Lope de Vega and Calderon 
(1600-1681)—blazed out, not from dark- 
ness, but from the lesser glow of many 
inferior lights. Dante, as Rossetti 
points out in his remarkable book, 
“Dante and His Bride,” was one of a 
group, and his predecessors made the 
way for him; so Cervantes was not the 
first to cast aside that slavish imita- 
tion of Italian models which had so 
long hurt the vitality of Spanish lit- 
erature. A study of the history of 
Spanish literature will show that it 
Owes little to kings. It was as much 
a refiection of the national spirit as 
the literature of the Elizabethans was 
of national tendencies and aspirations. 
Kings repressed, and the inquisition 
itself—which the state controll 
fought against the secular spirit of 
the drama,-which the Spaniards loved 
with all their hearts. Against the love 
of this proud, passionate, religious and 
patriotic people for literary and dra- 
matic expression, the opposition of 
kings and of the inquisition was vain. 
There was never any antagonism be- 
tween religion and the Spanish liter- 
ary expression; there was an antag- 
onism at times between state eccle- 
siasticism and the determination of the 
people not to submit literary expres- 
sion to too rigid a censorship. 

Lope de Rueda had written dramas 
in the Castilian speech, and these, in 
a theater quite as rough as the town 
hall at Stratford-on-Avon of Shakes- 
peare’s boyhood, Cervantes had seen 
at Madrid. It was to this city that 
he had been sent by his parents, who 
were poor and ambitious, to pick up 
such learning as he could. He studied 
Ovid and Virgil, of course, and his pre- 
ceptor, Juan Lopez, who wrote verses 


married again. After a of great 
happiness his second wife died. He be- 
came a priest and devoted himself en- 
tirely to the composition of poetry. 
His dramas caught the taste of the 
Spanish people. ey adored him; he 
could not walk in the streets of Ma- 
drid without being surrounded by’ 
crowds of admirers. Pope Urban VIII 
made him a doctor of theology and 
a Knight of Malta; honors of all sorts 
were showered upon him. Managers 
of theaters fought for his pieces while 
he was writing them. ey could 
hardly wait until the sheets were dry. 
He was not of the classical school; he 
was as romantic and untrammeled as 
Shakespeare; and Racine, Corneille, or 
that most stringent of critics, Voltaire, 
could have no sympathy with him 
The people paid, he said; it was his 
business to please the people. He was 
always ~oetic, no matter how hastily 
he wrote, and for this reason the poetic 
Spanish loved him. “According to his 
own testimony,” Herr Bouterwek says, 
“he wrote on an average of five sheets 
a day; it has, therefore, been computed 
that the number of sheets which he 
composed during his life must have 
amounted to 133,225 and that, allowing 
for the deduction of a small portion 
of prose, Lope de Vega must have 
written upward of 21,300,000 verses.” 
His theatrical profits were so great 
that he became a rich man. He gave 
away money generously, but to the end 
of his life he could have lived luxuri- 
ously if he would. He did not create 
the Spanish drama but he fixed its form 
and spirit. 

The word “comedia” (comedy) in 
Spanish must not be taken to mean & 
light, satirical play of manners, with 
@ marriage or several marriages at the 
end. It was a play of intricate plot, 
surprising adventure, puzzling intrigue. 
Its story might be sad, gay, with @ 
touch of satire, historical, heroic; it 
might even be a burlesque. In fact. 
it might cover as many qualities as 
our own now does. It was divided into 
the sacred and temporal drama—di- 
vine and human comedies; the ternporal 
comedies were called “heroic” or “of 
the cloak and sword” (Capa y Espada.) 
The latter answered to our modern idca 
of the comedy of manners, though there 
was no limit to the intricacy vf the pivt 
or the number of adventures. Lope 
wrote over 2000 original plays, including 
the dramatized lives of the saints and 
the sacramental acts (Autos Sacramen- 
tales,) which were a species by then- 
selves. Against this dramatic rrod- 
igy, Cerventes entered the lists. He 
failed. Of the thirty plays he wrote in 
competition with Lope only his trag- 
ical play of “Numantia” and “Life in 
Algiers” are remembered. 

He began, after his , his 
series of “Instructive Novels” (Novelas 
Exemplares,) of which good transia- 
tions may be found in the Bohn li-

and romances that were neither verse 
nor prose, encouraged his taste for 
the literature of the imagination. At 
22 he had no profession and no income. 


He wrote the pastoral romance “Fi- 


lena.”” Life and the activities of life 
delighted him.- He started off, after 
the manner of his time, for the ‘“‘wan- 
der year,"’ which was to prove a “won- 
der year” of great length for him. 
‘People were kind to poor traveling 
students in those days “If you give 
to learning,”” as the Spanish proverb 
said, “you give to God.’ Earlier St. 
Francis d’Assisi bade his monks not 
tread on a piece of written paper, 
for, as it was the work of a learned 
man, it might contain the name of 
God; and, even if the learned man 
who wrote it were a pagan, it might 
hold the letters that make up the 
name of God! Until he reached Italy 
Cervantes was treated by high and 
low—particularly by the low—as one 
of those learned human letters that 
might one day add to the greater 
glory of God. Cardinal Acquarria be- 
came his patron at Rome. Shortly 
after this he dropped the pen and took 
up the sword. e Turks were threat- 
ening Purope and the African Corsairs 
forced Spain to be on guard. In 1572 
occurred the battle of Lepanto, in 
which Don Juan of Austria saved 
Christendom and in which Cervantes 
lost part of an arm. An Algerine pir- 
ate seized him on his way home. For 
eight years he was a siave, and it is 
assumed that his picturesque romance, 
“The Captives,”’ is founded on his exile 


in Africa. After 1581, when he was 
ransomed, he wrote “Galatea,” an 
idyl, a pastoral romance, almost as 


sweet as “As You Like It” and quite 
as moral. It had a great success. Lope 
de Vega, the indefatigable dramatist, 
came into high favor, though Philip 
II kept the gloomy eye of intolerance 
on all things. And Cervantes, im- 
pressed with his own power as a play- 
wright, entered the lists against him. 

This Lope Felix de Vega Carpio was 
a native of Madrid. He had been left 
while young an orphan without means, 
but he was of good blood. His educa- 
tion was unfinished. Don Geronymo 
Manrique the bishop of Avila and 
grand inquisitor, sent him to Avalia 
to complete his education. At this 
university he obtained his baccalaure- 
ate degree. He was for a time secre- 
tary to the Duke of Alva. He married, 
fought a duel, almost killed his op- 
ponent, and, when he was allowed to 
return to Madrid, his wife died. Full 
of national pride, inflamed by the 
treatment of Catherine Aragon by the 
father of Elizabeth, and anxious to 
avenge that insult to the daughter of

“The Cid,’ Lope de Vega, 
gave a new world of delight to all 
Spain and furnished all Europe with 
material plays. Calderon is almost 
universal above the limits of na- 
tionajity in his sublimity; but the fin- 
est flower of this one great age 

Spanish literature is “Don Quixote.” It 
was the work of a lifetime, the result 
of the thought and observation of a 
mature mind. Serious, yet humorous, 
replete with Spanish feeling, yet) so 
sympathetic with universal life that it 
has been put among the four. “ki 
books” in all the western civili 
countries. There is no finer gentleman 
in all the world of great fiction than 
the knight of La Mancha, who was 
not mad, but filled with one idea. It 
is a mistake to imagine that rvantes 
wrote “Don Quixote’ with the’ side in- 
tention of laughing the foolish and ex- 
aggerated books of chivalry out of the 
good graces of the Spanish people, or 
to believe that it Is a comic burlesque 
of life in Spain in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. These false impressions are due 
to the hasty opinions of critics and 
to the manner in which this superb 
masterpiece—a flower of national life— 
has been translated. The amusing ro- 
mances of roguery, in Imitation of the 
manner of Lazarillo de Sormes, are 
utterly unlike “Don Quixote.” The 
comic episodes are related with an air 
of grandiloquence which gives a flavor 
to them so quaint and humorous that 
it is as impossible to translate them 
as it is to put Mark Twain's ‘“‘Huckle- 
berry Finn” or “David Harum” into 
French. Nevertheless “Don Quixote” 
is delightful, even when inadequately 
translated. It is as much a novel of 
character as “The Newcomes” is a 
novel of character. No cultivated 
Spaniard could give high place to the
